This stage Was near the main stairw-:‘’ 
in the center of the dining room and 
was decorated with flimsy. materials, 
tinse] and wax flowers. It was still in 
place with its decorations at the time of 
the fire. 

To supply lights for the stage, the re- 
port says, & small insulated wire was 
connected with the wires of the maia 
lighting circuit. This small wire ran 
down the wooden partition, back of ‘the 
stage, and was. concealed by decora- 
tions. 

The wire, according to the report, was 
installed without a permit from the Fire 
Prevention’ Bureau. and- instead of be- 
ing carried on porcelain insulators it 

was fastened to the wooden back of the 
sales with small metal staples. ~ 
Staples Considered Dangerous. 

The stage lights, the detectives say. 
were controlled by a knife switch, in- 
stead of a button switch.

The flags of Spain 
Cuba, France and Great Britain were 
brought to the haif staff and the 
crews stood at attention.

But the 
eye of the Admiral caught the fluttering 
flag of his launch. He called sharply: 

“Your flag!’ he called out. ‘‘Half- 
mast your flag!’’

But once more that flag upon 
which the sun never sets was bowed :u 
honor of the dead sailors. 

The Affair at the Waterworks. 

The Federal cavalry who Saturday had 
the impertinence to order the marines to 
surrender the pumping ~- station hav= 
made no further demonstrations. The 
promptness with which the bluff was 
called undoubtedly discouraged them, 
but it was thought it might be that they 
were waiting for nightfall, when, aided 
by moonlight, they might rush the camp 
or snipe the sentries. 

In expectation of this Maj. Smadley, 
with three companies, remained on out- 
post duty Saturday night, but except for 
mosquitoes our sleep was undisturbed, 
and when I left camp Sunday afternoon, 
routine had been resumed.

Russell walked out, 
accompanied by an interpreter, carrying 
a white handkerchief as a flag of truce. 

Maj. Russell found the Federal officer 
attired in the proper uniform of a Major 
of the regular army. He was mounted 
and as the officer approached did, not 
dismount but addressed him from the 
saddle. This breach of etiquette Maj. 
Russell ignored, thinking the man erred 
through ignorance. But the Mexican 
quickly showed he desired to be offen- 
sive. In a manner most insolent he 
said: 

“T have come to take over the com- 
mand of your position and demand the 
surrender of your arms and your men. 
1 am an officer of President Huerta and 
my cOmmand numbers 500."’ 

“Try to Pass My Outposts.”

Without another word Maj. Russell 
turned from the Mexican.

State Department Denies Report 
That Several Were Killed

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Reports that 
Americans had been killed in San Pe- 
dro, Chiapas, were denied at the State 
Department today in this statement: 
“The American Minister to Guatemala 
reports that investigation has proved 
that no Americans were killed at San 
Pedro as has been reported.

GOVERNOR COLLAPSES 
WRITING HIS MESSAGE 


Federal Troops Distributed 
Throughout Strike Dis- 
tricts Bring Peace and 
State Officials Are at Ease 
First Time in Weeks. 


DENVER, Colo., May 4.—It was un- 
certain when Gov. Ammons would ad- 
dress the special session of the Legisla- 
ture which met today to consider tlie 
coal strike. Recovered from his nervous 
and physical collapse of last night, he 
was at his office today. He was unabie 
to complete a formal message on the 
strike situation and he planned to go 
before the joint session and address it 
personally. 

Administration forces appeared to fa- 
vor legislation for the payment of the 
militia, but were met with threats by 
opponents that if such legislation were 
attempted, an attempt would be made 
to impeach the Governor. 

Adm'intstration Man Chosen. 

Selection of J. H. Slattery as the 
Democratic caucus candidate for Speak- 
er, by a vote of 23 to 17, scattering, was 
regarded as a victory for the supporters 


of Gov. Ammons. This assures Slattery s | 


election. The combined Republican and 
Progressive vote was expected to go to 
Horace Mann of Garfield County, fusiox, 
candidate. 

Patrols of Federal troops scattered 
throughout the coal strike zones of Col- 
orado gave State officials a sense of se- 
curity today which they had not feit 
since the inception of tthe industrial 
strife. With the establishment of troons 
at various centers of disorders, virtually 
all the Colorado national guardsmen 
were withdrawn and peace officers gave 
over the task of preserving order to the 
Federal soldiers. In Boulder County, 
for the first time in three years, Sheri‘f 
Buster had no force of deputies en- 
gaged solely in work in the strike dis- 
tricts. 

The disarming of the strikers and 
mine guards has not been undertaken, 
and probably will not be until the ar- 
rival late today of Col. James Lockett, 
with the Eleventh United States Caval- 
ry. Officialg of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Co. said that as soon as the com- 
mander of the Federal troops was ready 
to disarm the men and afford protec- 
tion at the mines, the guards in their 
employment would turn over their arms. 

Gov. Ammons Breaks Down. 

Exhausted by the events of the last 
two weeks, Gov. Ammons broke down 
when working on his message last night 
and had to go to bed. 

In consequence the Governor planned 
to ask both branches of the Legisla- 
ture to meet in joint session and he 
then was to ask them to enact a meas. 
ure permitting the issuance of bonds to 
pay the expenses incurred by the State 
in maintaining the militia in the strike 
Zone, which as more than $1,000,000. 

The legislators were to be asked to 
enact a law prescribing arbitration and 
means of enforcing the dictum of the 
arbitrators in future labor disputes. The 
creation of a permanent State constab- 
ulary to be used in disturbances of mag- 
nitude and the prohibition of the sale 
of munitions of war and liquor in dis- 
turbed regions also was a part of the 
legislative program. 

Storm Threatens to Break. 

Among the legislators today there was 
fam undercurrent which threatened to 
break into a storm about the heads of 
certain State officials in connection 
with the conduct of the strike. Labor 
leaders were maneuvering for drastic 
action against individuals. Party lead- 
ers were divided, but the forces usually 
in harmony with Lieutenant-Governor 
Fitzgarrald, a Democrat, with a strong 
Fitzgerald, a Democrat, with a strong 
following, joined those supporting the 
Governor to combat any strenuous crit- 
icism of the administration. It also was 
said Republican leaders were inclined 
to uphold the conduct of the adminis- 
tration.

Commanders at Gettysburg. 


CAREER A DRAMATIC ONE 


Once Acquitted of Murder, He 
Later Served as an Ambas- 
sador to Spain.

NEW YORK, May 4.—Major-General 
Daniel Edgar Sickles, a hero of Gettys- 
burg and last of the United States 
corps of commanders in that historic 
battle, died last night. He was 8 years 
old, 

While the funeral arrangements had 
not been finally completed today, it was 
said he would be buried with military 
honors. He may be buried tn Arlington, 
beside the military leaders of the nation. 

With the General at his death were 
his son Stanton and his wife, from whom 
he had been estranged for 29 years. A 
reconciliation was effected only last 
Thursday, and since tnen Mrs. Sickles 
had been nursing the aged veteran. 

Mrs. Sickles talked to a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch in the parlor of the 
General’s home previous to his death 
and told of their early love, their sepa- 
ration in Paris, her banishment from his 
home, her efforts to aid him despite the 
estrangement, and finally of their rec- 
onciliation. 

“For the first time in many, many 
years,” said she, “I can state with ab- 
solute positiveness that the General ané 
I are reconciled. All feeling of bitter- 
ress has been swept away and every 
shadow has been banished. I loved him 
when we were married and that love of 
long ago still lives. A woman never for- 
gets a real love.” : 

Tells of Women in Case. 

Then, hurriedly, as if shrinking 
the memory of the trouble that 
estranged her husband from her, 
Sickles spoke of the woman in the

was dying at my family home in Ma- 
drid,”’ she said. “It was there that the 
first cloud appezxzred in the sky of my 
happiness. I learned that my husband 
had been untrue to me, that he had 
loved another woman before our mar- 
riage and still loved , er. 

“[ was heartbroken but powerless. 
There was nothing tor me to do but to 
wait and to suffer. Even the boon o’ 
divorce was barred to ms by the laws 
of my church. 

“When at last I came to this country 
I found the home and heart of my hus. 
band closed against me. 

“When I pleaded with him to cease 
his attentions to the woman who had 
parted us and to discharge his Nouse- 
keeper, who was that woman’s co.isin. 
he refused. 

‘But that is all past. Only yesterday 
the General took my hand and said: 
‘Caroline, some day we will go back to 
Spain. You will take me, won't yov. 
my wife?’ ”’ 

Gen. Sickles’ life was a drama ard 
tragedy in war and politics, in private 
bitterness and estrangement. The run- 
away son of a millionaire, he turned 
printer’s devil at 13 to make a living. 
But he pluckily fitted himself for th: 
law. : 

Fond of military life, he joined the 
militia and rose to be commander of a 
corps at Gettysburg, where, with 10,uw0 
men, he held Longstreet at bay with 
20,000 and sat in his saddle unmindfu! 
of a crushed leg until Meade swept forth 
with reinforcements. 

This memorable feat of his career 
overshadowed at the time his slaying 
of Philip Barton Key for dishonoring 
the first Mrs. Sickles. Tried for mur- 
der in Washington, he was acquitted 
forgave his wife and took her back into 
his house, she to meet with social 
ostracism that broke her heart, so that 
she died a few years later. 

' After the war he was sent to repre- 
sent the United States at tne Spanish 
court. He became so dominant a figure 
that Spaniards and diplomats named him 
in indignation, ‘“‘the Yankee King of 
Spain.” 

Second Marriage in Spain. 


His second marriage to the beautiful 
Senorita Creagh took place in Spain. 
There were royal guests at the weddinwz. 
A son and daughter . ere born of this 
marriage. Stanton Sickles went into the 
diplomatic service of this country at 
Madrid, Athens and Paris. The daugh- 
ter, Miss Edna Sickles, became the wif2 
of the Secretary of the British Embassy 
in Vienna. 

In 1881 Gen. Sickles went to Paris. 
Before that he and his wife had beconie 
estranged. It was said at the time thut 
he wanted to return to this country and 
take up a political career. She wanted 
to go back to Spain. They parted, she 
taking the children.. She remained 
abroad until 1908, when her parents ha‘ 
died, and she decided i. duty called 
her to care for her husband. Miss E!t- 
nor Wilmerding had become. his hou :o- 
keeper. The General refuse’ to admit 
his family to his home. 

Financial troubles came into Gen. 
Sickles’ life in l.is last years. Among 
other difficulties he found himself in. 
was a demand made upon him to return 
mon.y appropriated to the New York 
Monument ~ommission, of which he was 
chairman. 

Gen. Sickles had long been one of the 
conspicuous figures in public life of this 
city. He was Sheriff of New York Coun- 
ty in 1890, and later served as an Alder- 
man. Ali his years he was a powerful 
influence in the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. 


His father was Geo. C. Sickles, a pat- 
ent lawyer. The elder Sickles became 
proud of the deeds of his son and be- 
queathed to him the bulk of his $3,- 
00,000 estate. Gen. Sickles was the 
executor of the will, Mrs. Craken- 
thorpe, his daughter, sued him three 
years ago for an accounting of the 
estate. 

Gen. Sickles also had é daughter, 
Laura, by his first marriage. He 
showed her the warmest devotion when 
she was in her teens.

Court Sentences Men to 30 Days 
for Contempt in Mrs.

HIS ORDER WAS IGNORED 


Judge Had Reinstated Four Op- 
ponents of Mrs. Young 
‘Whom Mayor Ousted. 


CHICAGO, May 4.—Eight members of 
the Chicago Board of Education, includ- 
ing its president, were sentenced to 30 
days in the county jail today for con- 
tempt of court in refusing to obey the 
order of Circuit Judge Foell reinstating 


four members of the board who were 
ousted by Mayor Carter Harrison as a 
result of the controversy growing out oi 
the dismissal and subsequent return to 
her post of Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, Su- 
perintendent of Chicago Schools. 

Early last winter a vote was taken in 
the Board of Education which, resulted 
in the election of John D. Shoop as 
superintendent of schools to succeed 
Mrs. Young. 

A storm of protest arose and Mayor 
Harrison accepted the resignations 
which Henry Huttmann, James B. Dt- 
belka, Charles O. Sethness and John C. 
Harding, board members who opposed 
Mrs. Young, had filed with him be- 
fore they accepted places on the School 
Board. 

New Members Appointed, 

Four new members were appointed 
by the Mayor and the action ousting 
Mrs. Young was rescinded. The four 
whose resignations had been accepted 
took the case before Judge Foell, who 
ruled that the Mayor had no right to 
accept resignations which were dated 
prior to the appointment of the of- 
ficials. The Court ordered the Board 
of Education to recognize as members 
the four ousted by’ Mayor Harrison. 

An appeal from this order was prayed, 
but Judge Foell refused to consider the 
appeal a stay to his order. 

Various expedients to prevent. the 
four from sitting with the board were 
tried by the board members, including 
an adjournment to July 1, when the 
terms of the four reinstated members 
would expire automatically. 

' Appeal Before Court. 

Last week an appeal was made to the 
Appellate Court for the issuance of a 
‘ule prohibiting Judge Foell from pro- 
ceeding against the Board of Education 
during the pendency of a former ap- 
peal. This petition was denied by the 
Appellate Court, though the appeal for a 
writ of prohibition remained before the 
Court.

AT JOHN D. HOME 


Young Rockefeller Kept in His 
Residence by Illness, His 
Secretaries Say. 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Despite the ab- 
sence of John D. Rockefgller Jr. at his 
country home in Pocantico Hills, pick- 
eting by the so-called Free Silence 
League, in protest against his policy in 
the Colorade mine strike situation, was 


continued today in front of his coun- 
try home and the Standard Oil Build- 
ing. 

The demonstration was conducted at 
the same places yesterday and a 
Calvary Baptist Church, which he at- 
tends. Red Crosses, enclosed in red and 
black circles, were chalked in front of 
his home. On the walk in front of the 
church a Roman cross in red and a St. 
Andrew's cross in yellow within black 
circles were chalked. 

While the picketing was going on, Ma- 
rie Ganz, the Industrial Workers of the 
World orator, who was arrested after 
she had made threats againct Rockefel- 
ler, was arraigned in Magistrate's court 
on.a charge of disorderly conduct. She 
was released for examination later after 
furnishing $500 cash bail. 

Rockefeller, il] at Pocantico Hills, had 
requested the pastor, Dr. Cornelius 
Woelfkin, -at the Calvary’ Baptist 
Church, to take charge of his Sunday 
school class. Half a dozen of the 
“mourners’’ sat in the back of the 
auditorium and as many detectives sat 
near them. Twenty-five uniformed po- 
licemen were held in readiness in the 
rastor’s study. 

Armed with a permit from the Police 
Commissioner, the Rev. William Miller 
Gambles of Coytesville (N. J.) Episcopal) 
“hurch, held in the afternoon on the 
sidewalk across the street from the 
Standard Oil Building the memorial 
service he had announced would take 
place there for the miners, their wives 
end children killed in Colorado. Wearing 
vestments, the clergyman conducted 
pepyer and read the Scripture in the 
presence of a fair-sized assemblage. De- 
spite his permit hé was stopped by the 
police in the midst of his discourse and 
was obliged to hold the rest of his serv- 
ice on Bowling Green, near by. His text 
was, “It is easier for a camel fo go 
through the eye of a needle than for a 
rich man to enter the kingdom of heav- 
en.”” 

The younger Rockefeller did not come 
to his offices today. His seclusion was 
due to a cold and not to the demonstra- 
tions, his secretaries said. 

Upton Ginclair, who first conceived the 
idea of picketing Rockefeller’s office, 
today sent a telegram to Walter Lan- 
fersiek, national secretary of the So- 
cialist party in Chicago, asking that 
“mourning pickets” be placed before 
every branch office of the Standard Oi 
Co. in the United States.

PANAMA CANAL TOLLS 
CALLED PROHIBITIVE 


Companies Pianning Service to 
San Francisco Say They Can- 
not Operate at Profit. 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Following notice 
to shipping companies from Washing: 
ton that tolls for the Panama Cana] 
will be $1.20 a ton, based on the canal 
measurement, which is close to gross 
registered tonnage, it is: said here that, 
unless some reasonable reduction is 
made by the Canal Commission for 
cruising steamers in ballast carrying 
tourists alone, the steamers cannot op- 
erate at a profit between New York and 
thd Pacific Coast. 

Shipping men say that the toll rate 
notice means that any inclosed place on 
the promenade deck, such as a smoking 
room, will have to be paid for at the 
rate named. A vessel in ballast will 
pay about 60 per cent of the duty, but 
if there is a passenger on board the 
rate of $1.20 a ton will be charged, ac- 
cording to the notice from Washington, 
they say. 


American and foreign steamship line 
managers say the toll should be based 
on what the ship contains, as in the 
Suez Canal. It is figured that in the 
West Indies cruising season a vessel 
carrying 400 tourists would have to pay 
$25,000 to go through the canal and back 
or $62.50 a passenser. American com- 
panies considering passenger trips to the 
San Francisco Exposition figure they 
would have to pay $15,000 to $20,000 tolls 
the round trip.

Testimony Before Public Service 
Commission and Report Leave 
Many Details Clouded. 


CONNECTED WITH A. T. & T. 


Financial Statement Shows Par- 


‘ent Company’s Profits In- 
creased as Dividends Decreased. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 4—Expert 
accountants of the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission today began a detailed 
study of the financial reports and state- 
ments of the Southwestern Telegraph 
and Telephone Co. (the Bell) in connec- 
tion with a study of the testimony of the 
principal officers of the company in the 
St. Louis rate investigation. 
The report made to the commission 
shows that in the two years preceding 
the company’s application for permis- 
sion to raise its rates :n St. Louls it in- 
creased its capital obligations $3,265,073, 
the total amount going to the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., which 
owns the local company; decreased its 
surplus $485,339.82, and Increased its re- 
serve for depreciation $641,124.84. 
The greater portion of the increase in 
capital obligations is for classes of in- 
debtedness other than capital stock and 
for which the local company ‘s required 
to pay the A. T. and T. 6 per cent, with 
a slight reduction of a fraction of 1 per 
cent if the interest is paid monthiy. At 
the end of 1913 the Southwestern com- 
pany had borrowed from the owners of 
its stock (A. T. and T. Co.) $2,428,073.59, 
paying for it a total of $128,813.94 in in- 
terest. 

Discrepancy in Valuations. 

Officers of the Southwestern recently 
testified that the company is not earn- 
ing a fair return on its investment, 
which they gave to the commission for 
trate-making purposes as $10,241,532, and 
to the State Board of Equalization for 
taxation purposes as $986,592.27. 

The financial report to the commis- 
sion shows that while there has been 
a decrease in the dividend rate during 
the past few years, there has been a 
steady increase in the amount received 
by the A. T. & T. from other sources, 
which has been a drain on the local 
company, reducing its earnings which 
could be devoted to dividends. 

In 1881 the Southwestern paid 10 per 
cent dividen® From 1882 to 1887 it paid 
12 per cent. In 1888 the rate dropped to 
6 per cent, but the next year went up 
to 12 per cent, where it remained until 
1898, when it dropped to 10 per cent 
From 1899 to 1909 the stock paid 8 per 
cent, in 1910 it paid 6 per cent, in 1911 
and 1912 it paid 4 per cent and in 1913 
the rate was 3 per cent. 

Sources of A. T. & T. Revenue. 
The testimony and official statements 
of the company shows that the A. T. & 
T. receives three classes of returns from 
the Southwestern: 

L A.return of 4% per cent on gross 
revenue for the use of telephone in- 
struments and for expert advice. 

2. A return of 6 per cent on money 
loaned to the Southwestern. 

8. Regular dividends on the total 
capital stock. 

In 1918 the #4 per cent amounted to 
$129,507; the interest on money loaned 
amounted to $128,813.94, agd the dividend 
was 3 per cent on $10,000,000, or $300,000. 
Thus the total amount received by the 
A. T. & T. from the Southwestern in 
1913 was $558,313.94. 

The financial statement, however, 
shows that while the Southwestern re- 
celved 25 per cent of the total amount 
of long distance business originated by 
it and going to long distance lines other 
than the A. T. & T., it receives only 
10.244 cents per message on exactly ths 
same kind of business going to the A. 
- Ay YA 

‘ Long Distance Messages. 

In 1913 on a total of 155,832 outgoing 
long distance messages the local com- 
pany received only -$15,%7.%, while its 
commissions from other long distance 
business was $21,841.55. The report gives 
the total of the business on which the 
2% per cent is figured as $87,366.22, but 
does not give the number of messages. 
On the A. T. & T. business it gives the 
messages, but does not give the total 
cost of the business to the subscribers. 
This system of reporting makes it im- 
possible to deterthine what the local 
company would have received from the 
A. T. & T. if it got the full 2% per cent 
on the tota] business, as it charges oth- 
er companies, which are not interested | 


in ita stock.

HENRY. JAMES’ 
PORTRAIT HACKED 
BY SUFFRAGETTE 


London Woman, Aided by Man, 
Uses Butcher’s Cleaver in 
London Royal Academy. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 4—The portrait of 
Henry James, the novelist, by John 
Singer Sargent, the American artist, 
hanging in one of the galleries of the 
Royal Academy, was ruined, this after- 
roon, by a suffragette. The woman who 
committed the outrage gave her name 
as Mrs. Wood. She belongs to the 
group of militants called “The Wild 
Women.” 

Carrying a butcher's cleaver under her 
cloak, Mrs. Wood approached the paint- 
ing in a casual manner. While the at- 
tendant was in another part of the roon) 
she slashed the picture repeatedly be- 
fore bystanders seized her. 

Mrs. Wood was accompanied by a man 
who attempted tc impede those who re- 
strained her. The crowd beat him. 
Mrs. Wood was turned over to the po- 
hice. 

The academy was opened to the public 
today. The picture damaged by Mrs. 
Wood was considered one of Sargent’s 
masterpieces and was one of the most 
prominent in the exhibition. 

The mutilations consist of three gashes 
across the face. The largest is on the 
left side, and obliterates an eye. An- 
other is across the mouth and a third 
near the chin. The rent on the left side 
of the face is three inches long. The pic- 
ture, Was removed at once from exhibi- 
tion. An expert says the canvas-cannot 
be repaired. Mrs. Wood was roughly 
handled by the crowd before the police 
arrested her.

Kiel Pays $2 to Put Down 
Names of Wife, Four Chil- 
dren, Two Grand Children 
and Himself—Native St.

Over the City. 


Registration of native-born St. Louis- | 
ans, for enrollment in the records of the 
Missouri Historical Society, and for the 
financial benefit of the Pageant and 
Masque of St. Louis, began Monday 
morning, and will continue through the 
week, 

The registration headquarters is 613 
Olive street and the newspaper offices 
and certain drug stores serving as 
branches, a committee of women being 
in charge at each place. 

Every person born in St. Louis is in- 
vited to visit one of these registration 
places and fill out a card, which will 
become a part of the Historical Society's 
records. The card has spaces for the 
name and date of birth and for’ the 
parents’ names and places of birth. On 
the other side, interesting items of fam- 
ily history may be written. 

25 Cents Fee for Registering. 
Each person filling out a card is ex- 
pected to pay a fee of 2% cents, the 
money going to the Pageant fund. Adulits 
who were not born in St. Louis, but 
whose children have been born here, are 
invited to register in the names of their 
children, signing their own names in the 
space for parents.

In his reported stand against the demand of or- 
ganized labor leaders that labor be exempted from 
the operation of injunction provisions of the anti- 
trust bills and be specifically eliminated from the

Organized labor should approve, not condemn, 


the President's refusal to accept laws containing |- 


discriminatory clauses. It cannot afford to de- 
mand or receive special privileges and exemptions 
in the laws. With what force can workingmen 
denounce the granting of special privileges. and 
exemption, legalised or illegitimate, to others, if 
they themselves are beneficiaries of privileges and 
exemptions? ; 

We do not believe that the Sherman anti-trust 
act nor the proposed anti-trust bills apply to labor 
organizatiéns formed and utilised for legitimate 
purposes. They are not intended to do so. They 
ate directed against oppressive corporate com- 
bines. But if labor violates their provisions it 
should suffer the penalty. If the objects of the 
laws are good they should be enforced against all 
citizens and organizations alike. This equality 
under the law is the fundamental principle of De- 
mocracy. The whole structure of our Government 
rests upon it. 

The demand of labor leaders is directly con- 
trary to the pledges and professed principles of 
President Wilson. He could rot yield to it with- 
out stultifying himself and his party. Whatever 
the outcome of the threatened fight in Congress,

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: ‘ADVICE TO A SAILOR. : 
A seaman of the U. 8. Nebraska writes the Post- 
Dispatch, complaining of enforced inaction and the 
stigma he thinks it casta upon the uniform. He 
says, among other things, ‘Whatever Wilson does, 
the uniformed men get laughed at. Here we are 
with the papers all publishing war news, but still 
we are only to fire upon Mexicans when they fire 
at us. Why not turn us loose and tell us to stop 
when, every Mexican who has fighting blood in 
him is dead? I don’t mean to say I can eat bullets, 
but if I must, I might as well eat them now.” 

Our correspondent is a trifle too enthusiastic. 
Perhaps he has never been on a battlefield. Cer- 
tainly he cannot have been left, wounded, on one, 
after a real fight. Here is part of an actual 
description of such a field: . 

‘On this battleground thousands and thou- 
sands of men dead and dying—dying without 
ald. No blossoms of flowers are to be seen 
on wayside or meadew; but sabers, bayonets, 
knapsacks, cloaks, \overturned ‘ammunition 
wagons, powder wagons. blown into the air, 
cannon with broken carriages. Near the can- 
non, whose muzgzles are black with smoke, the 
sround is bloodiest. There the greatest num- 
ber and the most mangled of dead and half 
dead men are lying, literally torn to piecos 
with shot; and the dead horses, and the half 
dead which raise themselves on their feet— 
such as they have left them—to sink again; 
then raise themselves up once more and fall 
down again, till they only raise their head to 
shriek out their pain-laden death-cry. There 
is a hollow way quite filled with corpses trod- 
den tnto the mire. The poor creatures had 
taken refuge there no doubt to get cover, but 
@ battery has driven over them, and they have 
been crushed by the horses’ hoofs and the 
wheels. Many of them gre still allve—a pulpy, 
bleeding mass, but “still alive.” 

It is impossible to depict it accurately. Files 
were feeding on their open wounds, which 
were covered with them; their gaze flaming 
with fever, wandered about asking and seek- 
ing for some help—for refreshment, for water 
and bread! Coat, shirt, flesh and blood 
formed in the case of most of them one re- 
pulsive mass.
